Meyers, 18, in answer 10 anxious in- 
quiries from members of the family 
as to why she shot herself. 


The beautiful young Meyers girl 


was found lying oiv the floor of the 
sitting room in the home of her pa- 
rents, Mr. and Mrs. Charles Schotl, 
28 North Williams street, at 
2 


o'clock Thursday 
afternoon 
when 


her sister, Mrs. Carl Leonard rush- 
ed down stairs on hearing the re- 
port of a gun. 


She found her youngest sister ly- 


ing on the floor, semi-conscious, with 
a 38-caliber revolver near her and 
a clean-cut bullet wound in- the left 
breast, dangerously close 
to 
her 
heart. 
Mrs. Leonard 
immediately 


called neighbors to her 
assistance 


and they In turn summoned Dr. P, 
H. Cosner, Dr. J. G. Shirer and Dr. 
W. B. Nye, and others of the family. 


By the time surgical aid arrived, 


only a few minutes after the shoot- 
ing, 
the young girl appeared to be 


suffering pain. In her suffering and 
dazed condition it was 
impossible 


to gain arty definite details of the 
affair from her. 


Wtien asked if she shot 
herself, 
she admitted that she had. 
When 
asked the reason, she said, she did 
not know, thus giving the aspect of 
accidental shooting to 
the 
occur- 


rence. 
Neighbors were ai a loss, Thurs- 


day, to account for any attempt at 
self-destruction on tne part of Miss 
.Meyers. 
She was known in 
the 


neighborhood as a yourg woman of 
quiet, retiring disposition, not 
in- 
clined to seek the 
companionship 


of other young people, with the pos- 
sible exception of one or two imme- 
diate girl friends. 


For a time sire was employed at 
the 
Styron-Beggs Chemical com- 


pany's p_ackC% roomfe^. There

three other ~danghiera.'ih the family 
of Mrs. Schott, children of ter for- 
mer marriage. They are Mrs. Carl

Thursday afternoon at the 
time 


of the shooting Miss ftuth and Mrs. 
Carl Leonard were the only persons 
in the house. 
Other members 
of 


the family had gone over to West 
Main street, a- block 
and a 
half 


away, to assist the family of Ken,- 
neth Leonard, who was 
removing 


from Pine street into a house in 
West Main street. 
Mrs. Carl Leonard "Was upstairs 


and Miss Rut a was downstairs dres- 
sing to go down street. 


How the young woman came into 


the possession of the revolver Is not 
Known.' Memtrers of 
the " family, 


doubting the attempt at suicide, are 
inclined to the belief that the girl 
may have attempted to put the re- 
volver in a place 
of safety and 


either dropped it 
or accidentally 


struck it in such a way that it was 
discharged. 


After working over 
the 
young 


woman for nearly an hour the sur- 
geons determined to operate in an 
effort to remove the bullet. 


The operation was performed in a 


rear room of the Schott home, and 
while surgeons were successful 
in 


checking the hemorrhage to 
quite 


an extent they failed to locate the 
revolver bullet. 
The ball entered the breast just 


to the left 
of 
the 
sternum, or 


breast 
bone, barely -passed 
the 
heart, penetrated the pleural cavity 
and lung and burled itself In 
the 


muricew of the back, takiag an up- 
ward course. 
The course of 
the 


ball was traced for seven Inches. 


After the operation 
the 
patient 


was removed In Hazier ft Bradley's 
ambulance to the Newark Sanitari- 
um, where she was slightly improv- 
ed Friday morning.

1 For tbe most part, tbe speeches made 
in congress are not made in tbe way of 
Argument I doubt whether any jnan 
baa been Influenced one way, altbougb 
I did bear that two or three senators 
were influenced on election cases by 
the arguments of men who bad in- 
vestigated them. For tbe most part, 
however,'the speeches have no effect 
whatever upon the men to whom they 
are supposed to be addressed. 


Talking to Constituents. 


"I have got to make a speech on this 


•abject," a senator told me not long 
since. "I am going-to vote against tbe _„ 
, 


measure and I must explain wby I do this anioun 
•o." Now, be was not explaining to from Cuba, 
tbe. senate, for be did not care much 
what the senate thought of his posi- 
tion, bat be was making a speech to 
«kplain to bis constituents wby be op- 
posed wbat ia large number of them 
wanted. 


"I am talking to tbe galleries, I see,': 


mid Senator* Sherman of Illinoia, who 
,was 
discussing presidential primaries 


*nd no one in tbe senate was listen- 
tig to him 
"Tee, I am talking to tbe 


galleries, and I bope they will take 
what I say borne with them and tell 
their friendrto every part of the coun- 
try* 
;«F6r "borne consumption" is tbe rea- 
son for most of the talk that is heard 
in congress. I do-not include in this 
tbe discussion of appropriation bills, 
Which sometimes gets right down to 
arguments on whether or not congress 
should do one thing or another. 


What Is Our Vote? 


In connection with the nonattend- 


ance of members -of the senate and 
house it Is an Interesting fact that 
amendments ure lost and sometimes 
measures are voted up and down sim- 
ply by the "whips" or the trusted em- 
ployee who stands at tbe door of the 
chamber when a vote is being taken. 
For instance, a bill of some impor- 
tance is pending in the house. It is a 
bill reported by a committee the ma- 
jority of whom are Democrats, and It 
is presumed to be a Democratic tbill. 
At-some stage...we Jrtll say, a Repub- 
lican will offer an amendment and the 
yeas and nays are called. The bells 
Jingle all over the capitol and in tbe 
house office building, and members 
rush over to vote. The Republicans 
-pass in their door and seek either tbe 
minority leader or minority whip or 
tbe Republican employee. 


"Our 
vote is TTes.'" they are told as 


they pass by, and that settles it 


The Democrats pass by their man, 


and be says, "Our rot* -is. tfo,'" and 
that settles it for most of them. 


Tfils sort of Jfting. happens on a great 


many Important measures in the course 
of a session because the nonattendance 
of the members prevents them from, 
knowing exactly what they are voting 
upon, and they feel safe if they have 
voted with their respective parties.

UNITED STATES IS 


FAST INCREASING

"Washington, March 13.—The ex- 


port trade of the United States dur- 
ing the past ten years from 1903 to 
1913 increased 
by 
approximately 


one billion dollars, whereas in the 
preceding thirty years, 1873 to 1903 
it increased only $917,000,000 
ac- 


cording to the bureau 
of 
foreign 


and 
domestic 
commerce 
todav. 


Comparing the 1913 figures 
with 


those ten years earlier it is shown 
that raw cotton maintained its lead- 
ing position in the list of exports, 
having gained $196,000,000 or 52 
per cent.; while 
oreadstuffs 
fell 


from second position in 1903 to 
third in 1913, and meat and dairy 
products from third to fourth place, 
thjsse groups having been passed by 
iron and steel which gained $195,-

truck and in case of serious blazes 
where a heavy stream is needed, the 
truck is stationed at a vantage point, 
the several lines of hose connected 
and the heavy stream directed into 
the burning building. 
More than 25 


of these nozzles are in use in the 
New York department. They 
are 


similar in construction to the sta- 
tionary nozzles used on the fire boats 
on the water front of the large cities. 


The nozzle is swiveled so it can be 


turned In any 
direction 
and is so 


constructed that the stream can be 
directed at any angle and set rigidly. 
It can be operated by one man.
